Literacy - Everybody Plays, or Everybody Pays 


by Dr. Fred Gainous, Chancellor 
Alabama Department of 
Postsecondary Education 

Literacy experts from across the 
country recently convened a two- 
day foram focused upon improving 
literacy. The meeting came in the 
wake of a recent study by the 
Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
which that among the 
nations studied, only Poland ranked 
below the United States in the per- 
centage of its population function- 
ing at or below a fifth grade literacy 
level. It is estimated that 44 million 
American adults, slightly more than 
23 percent of the adult population, 
function at the lowest level of liter- 
acy. Of that number, only four mil- 
lion are enrolled in programs 
designed to assist them. 

Alabama currently ranks fourth 
highest among the states in the per- 
centage of its adult population func- 
tioning at the lowest level of litera- 
cy - 25 percent. In one Alabama 
county, more than 50 percent of the 
adults function at the lowest level of 
literacy. In 2! additional counties, 
30 to 50 percent of the adult popula- 
tion functions at the lowest level of 
literacy. In another 37 counties 20 to 
30 percent of the adult population 
functions at the lowest level of liter- 
acy. This means that in almost nine 
out of ten Alabama counties, 20 per- 
cent or more of the adult population 
function at or below a fifth grade 
level of literacy. 

Bringing it to the hometown 
level, in five of Alabama’s munici- 
palities with an adult population of 
at least 5,000, more than 40 percent 
of adults function at the lowest level 
of literacy. In another five munici-

This means 
that in more than six out of ten 
Alabama municipalities with an 
adult population of 5,000 or more, 
20 percent or more of the adults 
function at or below a fifth grade 
level of literacy. 

The costs of low literacy are easi- 


ly observed. Seventy percent of 


prisoners are persons who function 
at a low literacy level. Teen preg- 
nancy rates are higher among those 
with low literacy skills. Those with 


: low literacy skills are often unem- 


ployed or employed at meager rates, 
and over half live in poverty. 
Children’s chances for success in 
school are affected by the literacy 
level of their parents. Children’s 
health is affected by the literacy 
level of their parents. 

As tragic as these consequences 
of low literacy may be, related to all 
of them and more is this — 
Alabama’s workforce cannot be 
prepared for the workplace of the 2 
1 st century if 20 percent or more of 
the adults in nine of ten Alabama 
counties, and in six of ten Alabama 
municipalities, function at or below 
a fifth grade level of literacy. The 
jobs of the new global economy 
require welltrained, literate employ- 
ees. Neither the jobs, nor the com- 
panies that offer them, can come to 
a place characterized by low-level 
literacy skills. 

So what can we do to improve our 
chances for a brighter future in 
Alabama? Here are a few sugges- 
tions from the recent national forum 
on literacy to start the process: 


House... 


tax burden has risen 50 percent 
when adjusted for inflation. Today, 
the typical American family pays 
more in taxes than what it spends on 
food, clothing and shelter com- 
bined. To halt this injustice, the 
conservative Congress wants to 
return $800 billion to the American 
taxpayer over the next ten years. 
Ironically, President Clinton wants 
to raise taxes! The Administration's 
year 2000 budget proposes $170 
billion in new tax increases over the 
next ten years.

than if they had remained single. | 
have heard of cases where people 
actually divorced just to avoid the 
marriage penalty tax. An average 
couple married for 40 years would 
pay the IRS an extra $56,000 in 
marriage tax penalties over the 
length of their marriage. Since 
many families don’t have an extra 
$1,400 (on average) to pay in mar- 
riage penalties each year, the con- 
servative Congress is introducing 
“The Marriage Tax Elimination Act 
of 1999”.

The Cross 


“May I never boast except in the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
through which the world has been crucified to me, and I to the world.” 
(Galations 6:14) 


Centuries ago on the South Coast of China, high up ona hill overlook- 
ine the harbor of Macao, Portuguese settlers built an enormous cathedral, 
Phey believed that it would weather time, and they placed upon the front 
wall of this cathedral a massive bronze cross that stood high into the sky 
Not too many years later, a typhoon came and God's fingerwork swept 
away man’s handiwork. All of that cathedral was pushed into the ocean and 
down the hill as debris, except the front wall and the bronze cross that stood 
high 

Centuries later, there was a shipwreck out a little beyond the harbor. 
Some of those on board the ship died and a few lived. One of the men that 
was hanging onto wreckage from the ship, moving up and down in the crest 
of the ocean as the swells were moving, was disoriented, frightened, and he 
didn’t know where land was. As he would come up on a swell, he'd spot 
that cross, tiny from a distance. His name was Sir John Bowring. 

When he made it to land and lived to tell the story, he wrote: 

“In the cross of Christ 1 glory, 

Towering o'er the wrecks of time; 

All the light of sacred story 

Gathers round its head sublime.” 

And the last stanza: 

“When the woes of life o'er take me, 

Hopes deceive, and fears annoy, 

Never shall the cross forsake me: 

Lo! it glows with peace and joy.” 

John Bowring is just telling us that we have a cross, we have an altar. 
When all of life seems to crush in on top of us, we just need to go back to 
the Cross and remember the empty tomb and call to mind the fact that a 
Man is neither on the cross nor in the tomb, but He lives and He stands 
ready and able to give us victory through whatever we are going through at 
the time.

Several months ago | did a column 
on the importance of good record 


keeping for the farm and how it can 
effect vour profit and loss. In this 
column | would like to go a step 
farther in regard to how record 
keeping is important lo taxes, estate 
planning and investments 


Farmers are among the best man 
agers in the world, They not only 
have to keep up ith the day-to-day 
operations on their farm, but what is 
going on in the world around them, 
This is because farmers on a year 
to-year basis market their products 
and the price of these products are 
dictated by a world market 
However, they can't forget the 
homefront and the various concerns 
that they meet day to day in Mer 
home operation, There are four 
areas that - ire very important to not 
only being a successful farmer but 
being prepared for present- day sit 
uations and what may come in the 
future 

The Extension System, bankers, 
and many other farm-oriented 
groups have preached record keep 
ing and management for years and 
years. One of the most frequently 
asked questions that I get is how to 
set up a ledger, whether it is on 
paper, m a computer, or in many 
cases set up in both, One of the first 
things to have on file or in a com 
puter is farm agreements. This is a 
document between the renter of 
owner and the use of land, equip- 
ment, or any agreement that you 
have with an individual as it relates 
to your farm. Secondly, it is very 
important to have an ered be 
sure to inventory all of yout stored 
crops, your breeding livestock. and 
equipment. Budgets are very 
important to have in any ledger 
book or computer, A year-to-year 
breakdown of what each crop or 
livestock enterprise costs you and 
what money you made should be 
kept on a year-to-year basis.

You may only have a 
very small amount to invest but 
everyone started at some point 

In summary, look at your record 
keeping system, ev valuate your tax 
and estate planning and take a look 
at maximizing the profits you 
receive from the money that you are 
able to invest. 


Vitamin pills cannot solve 
nutritional problems

Vitamin supplements can help 
people at risk for a vitamin defi- 
ciency. The problems come when 
people expect a vitamin pill to solve 
a nutrition problem caused by poor 
eating habits. People are taking vit- 
amin pills for the wrong reasons. 

These people think they are not 
eating quite right, Perhaps they are 
busy and regularly miss meals; per- 
haps they have limited choices for 
meals; or they are trying to lose 
weight and are cutting back on what 
they eat. They opt to take vitamin 
pills ‘just in case’, They expect that 
the pills will help them maintain 
their health 

But most healthy Americans 
don’t need vitamin pills. We get 
enough vitamins and minerals in the 
food we eat, In fact, it is the people 
who care enough to take vitamins 
that often also care enough to cat 
properly. 

The U.S.D.A.s Food Guide 
Pyramid provides a guide for daily 
food choices to meet nutritional 
needs, This guide is designed so one 
does not have to take pills or highly 
fortified foods in order to consumer 
adequate nutrients, 

Vitamins are important to main- 
tain good health. The history Of 
research on vitamins is full of mira- 

cle cures related to vitamin defi- 
ciency. A few centuries ago, people 
died of such diseases as beriberi, 
pellagra, and rickets, who could 
have been saved if they had con- 
sumed Sufficient amounts of specif- 
ic vitamins. 

For those who have questions 
about vitamins , here’s some advice, 

Take only a dose that is about 100 
percent of the recommended dietary 
allowance. This is stated on the 
label as the RDA. The labels usual- 
ly have information in gram or mil- 
ligrams that the pill contains and as 
a percentage of the RDA. More of a 
nutrient isn’t better, Check the label 
and take only the amount that is 
about the 100 percent of the RDA. 

As little as 10 times the recom- 
mended level can have ill effects, 
especially in children, The RDA on 
the label should be about 100 per- 
cent, If it is much more than 100 
percent, there might be cause for 
concern. In some cases the label 
might indicate doses of up to 500 
percent, but this is too much for 
most people. Megadosing for weeks 
or months can end in toxic nutrient 
levels in the body, 

There has been some publicity 
about large doses of vitamin C and 
colds, but there has been no conclu- 
sive research that it cures colds. The 
recommended dietary allowance of 


vitamin C is 60 milligrams. Taking 
larger amounts can damage internal 
organs and Ussues. 

There are segments of the popula 
tion that do need additional vita- 
mins, Between 10 percent and 30 
percent of adults over 50 have a 
diminished ability to absorb food 
bound vitamin 1312. They are al 
risk for anemias. Therefore the 
National Academy of Sciences rec- 
ommends that adults over 50 eat vit- 
amin 1312-fortified foods or take 
supplements to make sure they get 
enough of the vitamin. 

Recent news stories focused on 
the fact that pregnant women must 
have enough folic acid in their diets 
to prevent neural-tube birth defects 
in their babies. This led the food and 
Drug Administration to require the 
addition of folic acid to refined 
grains labeled as enriched, This 
will increase the amount of folic 
acid available in foods such as pas 
tas, breads, cereals, and white 
flours. 

The RDA for folic acid (folate) 
for both adult men and women 1s 
400 micrograms per day. The 
exceptions are women who could 
become pregnant. They should take 
in 400 micrograms per day of folic 
acid from fortified foods and/or 
supplements, regardless of the 
amount gained from eating a variety 
of foods, The total recommended 
amount of folic acid for pregnant 
women is 600 microgram per day, 

Nutrition specialists warn not to 
yo overboard on taking B vitamins 
as they can cause health problems, 
For example, too much folic acid, 
more than | milligram (1000 micro- 
grams) per day, can mask a vitamin 
B12 deficiency and result in perma 
nent nerve damage. 

If you choose to take vitamin 
pills, select those that contain more 
than one or two vitamins and miner- 
als because nutrients work together, 
Nutrients work through coniplex 
interactions to function most effee- 
tively. If a crucial nutrient is miss- 
ing from the diet, the others may not 
be able to carry out their functions. 

The quickest way to good health 
is a nutritious diet. All the needed 
nutrients — vitamins and minerals 
— can be found in the food we eal, 
If we follow the recommendations 
of the Food Guide Pyramid, we con- 
sume the nutrients we need in the 
correct balance for them to work 
together, We have an abundance of 
choices at the grocery and in the 
restaurants where we eat. There 1s 
an abundance of information in the 
Food Guide Pyramid to help us 
select what we want lo eal.
